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Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 41 3, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

2. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and have been found 

persuasive. It is noted that applicant started presenting his argument by disclosing the 

features of the secondary reference (Hamlen). Applicant argued irrelevant features in 

Hamlen that are not recited in the claims such as Peak times, unused capacity, and 

is 

LCD display. While the primary reference (Patel^used to address most of the limitations 
and features recited in claim 1 , with the exception of "usage data" limitation, Hamlen is 
introduced to address specifically the "usage data" which basically reads on 
"determining customer usage rate". Thus, applicant's argument regarding the 
combination of Patel in view of Hamlen is not convincing.
